of his wife Elenore Hoyt, Hichborn, 
With Horace L. Wylie" a prominent 
Washington attorney. 
He shot himself in the head witb 
an automatic army revolver and died 
almost instantly. 
Hichborn went-for dinner to the 


home of his sister, Mrs. S. Pearsall. 
(The family were out, and shortly af-- 
i ter his arrival servants heard a shot 
in his room. The door was broken in 
and, he was found dead. On a table 
i Hichborn left a sealed note. 
The 


Coroner took charge t of it,. and its 


I contents may be,made known if the 
family consents. 
Death by his own hand adds «ne 


more chapter to a distressing domes- 
tic tragedy -which shocked-,,-the most" 
exclusive society of Washington and 
sent its sorrow and humiliation to 
some of the capital's most prominent 
families 
The first intimation to the public 


that all was not well in the Hiehborn 
family came in December, 1910, 


I when Mrs. Hichborn and Wylie dis- 
! appeared at 
the 
same time. Mrs. 


iHichborn's family indignantly denied 
stories of an elopement and declared 
she was a patient in a private hos- 


i pital, broken down by the death of 
I her father, Henry M. Hoyt, former 
Solicitor-General of the United States 
and at the time of his death counsel- 
lor for the State department. 
In that winter the couple, travel- 


ing as Mr. and Mrs. Henry Wise, were 
reported on the Nile, later in Paris 
and on the Riviera 
Both families 


stoutly denied persistent stories of 
their location and 
no 
verification 


of the facts was had until last Janu- 
ary, when Hichborn sued for divorce. 
The action never came to trial and is 
ended by his death. 
In April, 1911, Mrs. Hichborn re- 


turned to her mother and Wylie re- 
j turned to his family in Washington. 
He had deserted a wife and four chil- 
dren; Mrs. Hichborn had left a thiec 
year old baby boy. 
It is suppoted 


this attempt at reconciliation was the 
result of a meeting a few weeks eai- 
lier in Paris between Mrs. Hichborn, 
her sister Mrs. Ferdinand Von Stumm 
the wife of a former attache of tho 
German Embassy here, 
and 
Mrt 


Hoyt. 
It really, however, was the 


outcome of an agreement between 
Mrs Hichborn and Wylie 'that each 
should return 4home, 
and if both 
tound 
a 
reconciliation impossible 


they should accept such a relization 
as a justification for their elopement. 


It appeared at first that the Wylies 


had become reconciled, but not so 
with the Hichborns. 
The next step 


came last fall, when Wylie 
turned 


over to his wife and children real 
estate said to be worth $300,000 and 
personal property worth $100,000. 
It was thought that this -was the 


fina laction in bringing the family to- 
gether, but it proved to be the step 
which separated them. 
Wylie re- 


signed from the clubs which had not 
already dropped him and sailed from 
Boston for Europe. Mrs. Hichborn

$31,672,000,0"00, more than 70 per cent 
of which was water. Prices were put 
up on transportation, and on the pro- 
duets of the mines and factories to 
pay interest and dividends on this 
fraudulent capitalization. 
All this un- 


der the administration 
of Theodore 


Roosevelt. 


The organization of these combina- 


tions in transportation, mining, manu- 
facturing, money, credit, and the con- 
trol of the markets, 
was a criminal 


conspiracy. It was in. violation of the 
common law, and federal statute. It 
was subject to punishment by both 
fine and imprisonment. Moreover, un- 
der the provisions of the statute, every 
such combination could have been en- 
joined, and a violation of such in- 
junctive federal 
statute 
specifically 


made it the duty of the government to 
execute the law. 


But President Roosevelt "was only a 


progressive by profession and not by 
performance. 
His profession then as 


now was a mere sham and the Trusts 
were promoted instead of being prose- 
cuted. 


"Why should a man. wno blundered so 


egregiously in selecting our presidesit 
for us four years ago be trusted now 
when he selects himself? 


REDUCED TAXES 


FOR FARMERS 


A poll of the farmers of the state 


taken by A. P. Sandles, secretary of 
the State Board of Agriculture, shows 
that a vast majority of them are pay- 
ing less taxes, as a result of the new 
tax laws, which Governor Harmon, was 
instrumental in obtaining-. 


Mr. Sandl«s, recently, sent a series 


of questions to several thousand farm- 
ers in the state. One question was: 


"Under the one per cent tax limit 


law were your farm taxes higher or 
lower? 


Of the farmers who answered, 10G4 


said their taxes had 
been reduced; 


211 averred there had been no change, 
while 562 said their taxes were slight- 
ly higher. 


These answers 
came from 
every 


county in the state, and may be said 
to be fairly representative of what has 
been done for the farmer under ths 
Harmon laws. 
These answers speak 


in stronger terms in favor of the tax 
laws than do the bare denunciations 
of the measures by the people and in- 
terests that fought so stronuously to 
prevent their being: -written into the 
statute books. 


Mr. Sandles' poll shows that the tav 


reductions outnumber the 
increases 


two to one. The increases in most in- 
stances were slight, while the reduc- 
tions were generally large. 


The first year's results exceed 
the 


•expectations of those whoso efforts arc 
responsible for the new tax laws. 


A Washington politician is credited 


with a story that shows the Pennsyl- 
vania notion of politics. A fellow had 
been elected delegate to the state con- 
vention, and upon arriving in the city 
where the convention was about to 
meet began looking around for some- 
one to pay his expenses. Finally he 
found 
Senator Penrose 
and 
said: 


"Look 
here, Senator, if somebody 


doesn't pay my expenses to this con- 
vention 1 am going to vote according: 
to the dictates of my conscience." The

"Washington, March 28.—The Dem 


ocrats of the house last night in cau- 
cus retused to rescind their action 
taken at a former caucus, opposing 
appropriations for battleships at this 
session of Congress. 


A motion by Representative Padg-
